The Now York Tribune correspondence 


from Washington communicates to that 
paper tho contents of a letter, written re- 
cently in Uichrnond, which gives an ac 
count of the manner in which the question 
of arming the slaved has boon introduced 
iuto tho politics of tho aouth. It ia aaid 
not to bo a new subject in the confederacy. 
Aa long ngo tu tho campaign on tho penin- 
fltila, fearing that the federal army would 
capture Richmond, the planters proposed 
to nnn their slaves. It iu said, also, that 
JeG'. D'.wU and hti cabinet were at that 
time in favor of it, having been nr#ed to 
ftdopt the policy by the cabinets of Europe 
who were friendly to the confederacy. But 
public opinion in the south, fluttered by 
their successes nt that time, would not per- 
mit its adoption. Sinco their recent mis- 
fortunes, and being closely pressed by tho 
federal forces at Charleston end Mobile, 
Beuurpgard and Gov. Shorter, of Alabama, 
have naked for tho privilege of arming & 
few negro regiments for the defence of those 
cities j and finally, it is stated by this 
•writer, .It-fT. Divvia has recently consulted 
tho governors of tho rebel states, aud that 
they, iu conjunction with the rebel cabinet, 
havo decided to call into the field 400,000 
blackd, offering them their freedom aud 
forty acred of land. They expect by this 
courao to obtfin a new army, and at the 
name time so influence European cabineta 
in their favor, M to cause thoia to rocosj- 
niza the confederacy. 


This statement, although represented aa 


genuino facts, may bo msre speculation. 
Doubtless tho confederates, B9 a last resort, 
would take thia s'ep, rather than submit to 
defeat uii'i subjugation. 
Whether 
they 


have arrived at that point, and whether the 
negroes will h.u-o corifUenco enough in the 
oppressor* nf their race, to voluntarily en. 
ter into this arrangemunt, are questions to 
be solved. In the mean time, it cannot be 
said that we have oflfjred the boon of free- 
dom to the slaves too soon, but rather that 
wo have delayed it nnd the invitation to en 
ter our military ranks, too lonij. In the 
competition for tho service of the blacks 
they are likuly a'. Ian to hold a command- 
ing position, und no doubt will insist I hut 
freedom for the whole race, male and fe- 
male, shall follow their decision; such is 
the condition of both parties to the contest,"

The New York Tribune correspondence 


from Washington communicates to that 
paper tha contents of a letter, written re- 
cently in Richmond, which pives an ac- 
couut of the manner in which the qaestion 
of arming the slaves haa been introduced 
into the politics of the south. It is said 
not to be a new subject in the confederacy. 
As locg ago as tho campaign on the penin- 
sula, fearing that the federal army would 
cupture Richmond, the planters proposed 
to arm their slaves. It ia said, also, that 
Jeff. Davis and his cabinet were at that 
time in favor of it, having; been urged to 
adopt the policy by the cabinets of Europe 
who were friendly to the confederacy. 
But 


public opinion in the south, flattered by 
their successes at that time, would not per- 
mit its adoption. 
Since their recent mis- 


fortunes, and being closely pressed by the 
federal forces at Charleston end Mobile, 
Beauregard and Gov. Shorter, of Alabama, 
have askod for the privilege of arming a 
few negro regiments for the defence of those 
cities ; and finally, it is stated by this 
writer, Jeff. Dims has recently consulted 
tho governors of tho rebel states, and that 
they, in conjunction with the rebel cabinet, 
have decided 10 call into the field 400,000 
blacks, offering them their freedom and 
forty acres of land. They expect by this 
course to obtf.in a naw ariay, and at the 
same time so influence European cabinets 
in ;heir favor, as to cause them to recog- 
nize the confederacy. 


This statement, although represented as 


genuine facts, may bo mere speculation. 
Doubtless the confederates, as a last resort, 
would take this step, rather than submit to 
defeat arid subjugation. 
Whether 
they 


have arrived at that point, and whether the 
negroes will have confidence enough in the 
oppressors of their race, to voluntarily en. 
ter into this arrangement, are questions to 
be solved. In the mean time, it caunot be 
said that we have offered the boon of free- 
dom to the slaves too soon, but rather that 
we have delayed it and the invitation to en 
ter our military ranks, too Ion?. In the 
competition for the service of the blacks 
they are likely at lant to hold a command 
ing position, and no doubt will insist that 
freedom for the whole race, male and fe- 
male, shall follow their decision ; such is 
the condition of both parties to the contest," 
they are likely to obtain what they have so 
long ardently desired.

Sdiiors Gazette: — My last letter was 


written while at Jackson, with the redoubt- 
able Johnatonjn onr front; but it.probably 
never reached you", aa our mail was de- 
stroyed a time or two while on that expe- 
dition, to prevent ita falling iuto the bauds 
of guerrillas. la that letter I gave you a 
detailed account of the engagement of our 
brigade v/ith the enemy, end its disastrous 
result— how it fought four rebel brigadesj 
behind the best rifle-pits I ever saw, and 
supported by twelve pieces of arti lery ; 
how it charged the enemy's works and 
caused them to limber their guns to the 
rear; how its line of battle was at length 
broken, and how it was repulsed from the 
"jaws of deaih." For the numbers en- 
gaged, no conflict more deadly has taken 
place 'during tbe war. In desperate conr 
age it reminds one of the "Charge of lh<; 
Six Hundred." For a moment they paused,

The place 
strongly reminds one of an eastern village, 
though it is said to contain eight thousand 
inhabitants. 
It is built, on ground hi;;h 


and commanding, and for huulthineas of 
location is not excelled in this part of the 
country. We shall probably remain here 
two months, so that our men will have am 
pie time to recruit their worn-out energies. 
About twenty per cent, of every company 
are on furlough, while Capt. Scott and 
Lieut. Stark are on leave. 
They are due 


here on the 30th inst., wnen I shall proba- 
bly be permitted to eo north for twenty 
days. I bulieve it is the intention to fur- 
longh five per cent of the army every thir- 
ty days until the entire army ia furloughed. 
We are expected to fortify this place so 
that the force required to buld it may be 
greatly reduced.

THE WAT GILLMOKK'S MAKSH BATTERT 


-WAS COXSTBCTCTL-D. — A-correspondent aayaV 


The famous marsh bnttery, which ia one 


of the many proofs of Gen. Gillmore's dar- 
ing and energy, to the surprise of the 
Cbarlestoniaas, commnnd.s their houaes 
and homes, 10 say nothing of the other ord- 
nance. 
Thfi battery ia in the midst of the 


marsh, 2.000 yards in advance of Morris 
Islnnd— was located :it nijjbt by tbe men 
making their way to it on their stomachs. 
A path, two planks wide, was then con- 
structed, which waa bid from rebel obser- 
vation by the marsh grussJ 
Pliclift three 


inches thick were driven down as the sub' 
stiatum ; on this were laid several layers ; 
on them logs, and on them boards. In the 
meantime the ordnnnce was floated up by 
night, and sand faa,jj3 innumerable, from 
every direction — uud one night, a largo 
force piled them up, and, to the surprise 
of the rebels, a dangerous battery irceeted 
their eyes next morning, in dangerous 
proiimity, as if evoked by the mysterious 
hand of magic."
